prohibiting trolling from motor dri- 
ven boats in certain of+ the inland 
waters of. this State, was rescinded 
at the August meeting of. the State 
Conservation Department. The res- 
cinding order reads: 
_ “An order was issued by. the Con- 
servation: Commission’ on the fifth 
day of April, 1929, making it. unlaw- 
ful for any. person to troll for any 
kirid of fish from a boat propelled by 
gas, naptha, or any other motive 
power, excepting sail,on inland lakes 
for a period of .one year fromthe 
first day of May, 1929. 
, “It now appears after a thorough 
investigation by the Director of Con- 
servation of the conditions. prevail- 
ing that the order should be rescind-
